T h e election returns are not a surprise to people in this or 
other states except insofar as the evidence of the spirit of dis­ 
satisfaction is greater than had )>een realized before the courting 
of the votes expressed the will of the people. 
There are many reasons for this expression of dissatisfac­ 
tion, but for the conditions thai have caused the displeasure of 
the electorate politicians are not altogether to blame. 
The fact 
that the market in Europe is not calling for the produce of Ameri­ 
can farms or the products of American factories could not be 
changed by political decisions. 
And if the failure of the United 
States to enter into association with the nations of Europe in the 
League of Nations is in any way responsible for the present condi­ 
tions in Europe, which in turn have had their effect upon the ex­ 
ports from America to those countries, the people themselves in 
19*20 by an unprecedented majority decided that this should be the 
stand of the government of the United States. 
The result reflects a belief on the part of the people that con­ 
gress is responsible for the («citation that has characterized the 
past two years. 
It is not necessary t*> go into this matter again, 
except to say that such a position is not founded upon an appre­ 
ciation of the facts of history, nor on a recognition of the law of 
supply and demand. 
One of the clearest facts brought to light by the election re­ 
turns is seen in the lack of co-ordination oi the vote oi dissatis­ 
faction. The vote went to the candidate who was voicing attacks 
upon the republican congress, and in doing so seated a democrat 
or a progressive candidate according to the ability of the candidate 
to appeal to the elements of discontent. 
Such a trend of the times has been perceived by those who 
have kept in touch with the tendencies as expressed in the pri­ 
mary elections in the different slates, and the Dispatch awKy 
back in August announced thntyfhe indications in Michigan pointed 
to the election of ex-(i over nor VVoodbridge Kerris over Senator 
Charles E. Townsend, to have the predict ion verified by the returns 
from Michigan. 
The result in this state cleuily proves that there are no very 
definite political principles underlying tin« expression of the peo­ 
ple’s will. 
Labor and the farmers in Minnesota are not agreed on 
very many things and yet they came together in voting their re­ 
sentment over conditions that have seriously affected the interests 
of both. 
The election promises two years of partisan strife, and also 
an attention to the will of the people who in 1924 will again ex­ 
press themselves on politicalquestions. Such attention to the w II 
of the people may make for more satisfactory government.

THERE are many things about the present system a{ naturali­ 
zation of aliens that suggest possible improvements. 
'The most 
important of these seems to be tin* removal of some of the tech­ 
nical phases, and a recognition that Americans are made not so 
much by the assimilation of certain details that have to do with 
methods of government as by the assimilation of ¡he principles 
that underlie the American government. While it would lie unwise 
to accept citizens who give evidence of a grave failure to inform 
themselves of the machinery of government,*it is perhaps equally 
unwise to refuse citizenship to those whose hearts are right. 
An 
educated alien who is admitted to citizenship may be a serious 
menace to this country if his hi art lias not responded to the vital 
elements of our common democracy. 
To disclaim allegiance to any foreign king or potentate is not 
sufficient in itself; what is required is a warm and vital patriotism, 
and while this may be forwarded by education it is not guaranteed 
by education. 
There ought to be more emphasis upon this re­ 
quirement, which may go hand in hand with the demand for 
greater knowledge of American institutions. 
Brainerd is one of the towns that lias neglected the training 
of those who are seeking citizenship in such a manner as to bring 
discredit to the community. On the range there are night schools 
wherein aliens are offered a training in the principles of Ameri­ 
can government and its technique. 
Something of this kind should 
be initiated in this city so that those whose attitude to the coun­ 
try is already light may be qualified to express that right attitude 
on the basis of knowledge of American institutions. 
Yet another recommendation that would possibly facilitate 
this work lies in taking it away from the court room, or from the 
supervision of the judge of the district court. 
The duties of the 
court are already heavy, and the court is placed in a position 
where 'it is required to endoise the findings of the federal t\- 
aminer. 
This seems to be altogether unnecessary, and a way can 
be found by which the naturalization of aliens is made a mailer 
for the determination of federal examiners who are well qualified 
to discharge their duties.

T h e election in certain wards of this city showed clearly the 
need oi increasing the number of precincts in the wards of «he 
city. 
In the second and third wards in particular the number of 
votes cast led to a crowding of the polling places with incon­ 
venience to the voters who were required to wait until those pie- 
ceding them had cast their ballots.

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THC \ DICE OK DISCONTENT 


T h e election retu rn s are not a surprise to people in this or 
other states except insofar as the evidence of the sp irit of dis­ 
satisfaction is g re a te r than had been realized before the counting 
of the votes expressed the will of the people. 
There are m any reasons for this expression of dissatisfac­ 
tion, but for the conditions thai have caused the displeasure of 
the electorate politicians are not altogether Lo blame. 
The fact 
th at the m arket in Europe is not calling for the produce of A m eri­ 
can farm s or the products of A m erican factories could not be 
changed by political decisions. 
And ii the failure of the United 
States to enter into association with the nations of Europe in ti ic 
League of N ations is in any way responsible for th e presen t condi­ 
tions in Europe, which in turn have had their effect upon the ex­ 
ports from A m erica to those countries, the people themselves in 
1920 by an unprecedented m ajority decided that this should tie the 
stand of the governm ent of the United States. 
The result reflects a belief on the p art of the people that con­ 
gress is responsible for the (reflation th at has characterized the 
past two years. 
It is not necessary to go into this m a tte r again, 
except to say th at such a position is not founded upon an a p p re ­ 
ciation of the facts of -history, nor on a recognition of the law of 
supply and demand. 
One of th e clearest facts brought to light by the election re­ 
tu rn s is seen in the lack of co-ordination of the vote of dissatis­ 
faction. 
The vote w ent to the candidate who was voicing attacks 
upon the republican congress, and in doing so seated a dem ocrat 
or a progressive candidate according to the ability of the candidate 
to appeal to the elements of discontent. 
Such a trend of the times has been perceived by those who 
have kept in touch with the tendencies as expressed in the p ri­ 
m ary elections in the different states, and the Dispatch away 
back in August announced t hat, flu* indications in Michigan pointed 
to the election of ex-Governor W oodbridge F erris over Senator 
Charles E. Townsend, to have the prediction verified by the retu rn s 
from Michigan. 
The result in th is state clernly proves (hat there are no very 
definite political principles underlying the expression of the Peo­ 
ple’s will. 
Labor and the farm ers in Minnesota are not agreer! on 
very many things and yet they came together in voting their re­ 
sentm ent over conditions th at have seriously affected the interests 
of both. 
The election promises two years of partisan strife, and also 
an attention to the will of the people who in 1924 will again ex­ 
press themselves on political questions. 
Such attent ion to the w ll 
of the people may m ake for more satisfactory governm ent.

NATI RAI .IX ATKIN 


T here are many things about the present system <*f n atu rali­ 
zation of aliens that suggest possible improvements. 
The most 
im portant of these seems to be the removal of some of .the tech­ 
nical phases, and a recognition that A m ericans are made not so 
much by the assim ilation of certain details th at have to do with 
m ethods of governm ent as by the assim ilation of the principles 
th a t underlie the Am erican governm ent. While it would be unwise 
to accept citizens who give evidence of a grave failure to inform 
themselves of the m achinery of governm ent,'*it is perhaps equally 
.unwise to refuse citizenship to those Whose hearts are right. 
An 
educated alien who is adm itted to citizenship may be a serious 
menace to this country if his h eart has not responded to tin* vital 
elements of our common democracy. 
To disclaim allegiance to any foreign king or potentate is not 
sufficient in itself; what is required is a w arm and vital patriotism , 
and while this m ay be forw arded by education it is not guaranteed 
by education. 
There ought to be m ore emphasis upon this re­ 
quirem ent, which m ay go hand in hand with the dem and for 
g re a te r knowledge of Am erican institutions. 
B rainerd is one of the towns th a t has neglected the tra in in g 
of those who are seeking citizenship iii such a m anner as to bring 
discredit to the community. 
On tho range there are nig h t schools 
w herein aliens a re offered a train in g in the principles of A m eri­ 
can governm ent and its technique. 
Som ething of this kind should 
be initiated in this city so that those whose attitude to tin* coun­ 
tr y is already right may be qualified to express that right attitu d e 
on the basis of knowledge of A m erican institutions. 
Yet another recom mendation that would possibly facilitate 
th is work lies in tak in g it away from the court room, or from the 
supervision of the judge of the d istrict court. 
The duties of the 
co u rt are already heavy, and the court is placed in a position 
w here ut is required to endorse the findings of the federal ex­ 
am iner. 
This seems to be altogether unnecessary, and a way can 
be found by which the naturalization of aliens is made a m aile r 
fo r the determ ination of federal exam iners who are well qualified 
to discharge their duties. 


MORE PRECINCTS 


T h e election iii certain w ards of this city showed clearly the 
need of increasing the num ber of precincts in tho w ards of the 
city. 
In the second and third w ards in particular the num ber of 
votes cast led to a crowding of the polling places w ith incon­ 
venience to the voters who were required to wait until those pre­ 
ceding them had cast their ballots. 
Of course it would cost the city more to divide these w ards, 
m aking two precincts in each, out the convenience of the voters 
should have consideration and it is w orth noting that the time 
lost by those who are required to aw ait the opportunity to vote has 
a not u nim portant financial value. 
It is already necessary to engage ex tra w orkers to take care 
of the counting of th e ballots and this entails increased expense 
over w hat would be required for a norm al force. 
While election expenses are heavy, the increase that would 
be incurred by dividing the w ards would not be vast in propor­ 
tion to the present expenses entailed by elections, and such an 
increase would ap p ear very small in comparison with other ex­ 
penses of city governm ent. 
There - is considerable feeling th at 
the electorate should not be inconvenienced in this way, and also 
th a t the public should not be required to wait such an unconscion-
